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On the Cuoice and Recutation of our Preasures, 
E prudent, careful,and confcientious in the choice of 
your pleafures, Donotimagine the firft that folicits 
you to be the beft. Thisis to do like children, who are 
yet defeGtivein that which generally diitinguifhes men 
from the inferior animals, I mean judgment, and follow 
inftinft more than confideration and refle€tion. Men 
are to diftinguifh themfelves from children by the felec- 
tion of their pleafures. Suffer no pleafure to impofe 
upon you, to perluade or beguile you, to which of your- 
felf you are not inclined; or which, according to time 
and your prefent difpofition, you had rather change for 
another, peri:aps fome nobler pleafure, 

One certain rule, that may affift us in the choice of our 
pleaiures, is this: elways prefer thofe pleafures and di- 
verfions which are at the fame time profitable, to fuch as 
are fimply pleafures and diverfions, or the rdvantage 
whereof is very remote and almoft imperceptible. In 
this view, the more mental pleafures have a manifeft 
preference to the barely fenfual. When I pleafe my pa- 
late by well-tafted, orcharm it by generous andracy wine; 
when I flatter my olfa€tory nerves by aromatic and de- 
licious odours ; when I delight myfelf in the fenfations 
ofa genizl warmth, a refrefhing breeze, or other gentle 
impreflions on the organs of fecling ; when I beguile the 
tedioufnels of time by honeft diverfien ; when I totally 
unbend, and yield alternately to the {weet impreffions of 
eutward things; all this is real pleafure; but it is merely 
picature, nothing but pleafure; that is, fometimes advan- 
sageous in its confequences, but never of itfelf. As often, 
on the other hand, as I engage in ufeful and inftru&ive 
converfation, or fenfible dilfcourfe; as often as 1 contem- 
plate the beauties of nature, or the harmony of founds, or 
the works of art, with earneftne{s and {entiment ; as often 
as I adminifter wholefome food to my mind, my fagacity, 
and my fenfibility, by reading or hearing; as often as I 
employ mylelfin reflection or devotion, or in the works 
of beneficence ; fo often I enjoy pleafure, aétual plea- 
fure, but not merely pleafure. I at the fame time enjoy 
a uleful exerciie of .my mental powers, of my tafte, my 
fenfibility and my talents, and accordingly forward my 
perfection and felicity. ‘Therefore continue no Jabor to 
abfoluie fatigue, till you are quite weakened and exhautt- 
ed, and fo force yourlelf to leek mere pleafure, or rather 
a not difagreeable inaftivity and repole, for attending to 
your health or your life. If then the choice of your 
pleaficres depends on yourfelf, and you may enjoy one as 
well as another without detriment; prefer that which by 





a moderate employment affords you recreation and exer- 
cife at once; to that which barely gives you ref, and 
barely pleafure, or infpires you with new ftrength and 
vigour only in its effeés. 

Another equally certain rule is, let no fenfual pleafure 
become a paflion, if you would not run the hazard of 
lofing your freedom, and of falling into the moft lamente 
able bondage, He that indulges him{clf as frequently in 
fenfual pleafure as he has the means and opportunities for 
it, will foon find that he cannot forego it without unea- 
finefs and pain; and hewho cannot deprive himielf of :t, 
without thinking himfelf miierable, will foon find it become 
apaffion; that is, he will no longer bezble to withfand 
the calls and allurements of it—will prefer it to all other 
kinds of pleafure, facrifice them all to that one, and think 
himfelf happy in the enjoyment of that alone. And 
when he once is. fo far gone, how can the man {till pre- 
ferve his freedom? how will he be able todo that 
which reafon and con{cience in all events enjoin him to 
perform as the fitteft and beit ? how often will he ne- 
gle@ the moft urgent affairs, and violate the moft facred 
duties, for purfuing this pleafure which is every thing 
to him? how often will the bare want of this, or 
the impoflibility of enjoying it, render himaverfeand un- 
fit to any other exertion of his faculties, indifpofe 
him for any ferious bufinefs, for any neceflary employ- 
ment ? and how canaman in this fituation be happy ? 
Nay, the oftener he muft deny himiclf the pleafure he fo 
paffionately purfues (and neither his own nature, nor the 
nature of other things and other men, will allow him fe 
frequently toenjoy it as he would wifh,) the oftener there- 
fore he muft deny himfelf to it; fo much the oftcner. 
muft he, more or lefs, he miferable. 


Would you then avoid this bondage and this mifery P ,’ 
then fuffer not the inclination to feniual pleafure to get 
the command over you ; allow it not to become {o violent 
as that you cannot withftand it, To this end, accuftom 
yourlelves to abftinence from this kind of pleajures, Ene 


joy them not fo frequentiy as circumftances and time 


permit ; not fo frequenily us you have opportunities and 
inclination thereto. Break off from them at times, on — 
purpofe, that you may learn tobe deprived of them without 
anxiety or vexation: merely that you may maimtain the 
command over yourlelf, and the rights of your reafon 
and liberty; inerely that you may net become the flaves 
to fuch things, as you probably muit, one time or other, 
relinquifh whether you will or no, and the privation ef

The ory of LEONORA DE VALESCO. 
A TER the ufurper, Oliver Cromwell, had confirmed 
his power, by the death of Charles the firft, king of 
England, he endezvoured to render himfelf forthidable to 
his neighbours, and to gain advantage by the divifions 
which were at that time between France and the Houfe of 
Auftria, and whiie he amufed the Ambafladors of both 
thefe powers, with equal hopes of becoming wholly of 
heir party, he was forming proje&s without the cogni- 
vance ofeither. ‘There was alfo at the fame time refiding 
2t London, an envoy extraordinary from the king of 
Spain, to whom Cromwell made propofels which had the 
appearance of the fri@e& amity; and tho’ he was then 
fending out to fea a fleet of feventy fhips, in which were 
contained eight thoufand of lis foldiers, the Spaniards, 
deceived by the careffes he gave their minifter, were the 
enly people who were not alarmed at foextraordinary a 
preparation; but how great was their furprize, when foon 
after they received intelligence, that thefe naval forces, 
commanded by Vice-Admira! Penn, were defigned to 
make a defcent into the Canary Iflands, and from thence 
to fend two thoufand men to Barbadoes. There was 
now no room to doubt the falfhood of Cromwell, nor that 


“he had.any other intention than to deprive them of the 


dominions they had in the Weft-Indies. 


They fent feveral packet-boats to thefe places, to ap- 
prize them of the approaching danger ; who being happy 
enough to arrive before the Englith fleet, made them put 
themfelves in fo gooda pofture of defence, that theothers 
but in vain attempted an invafion. Being difappointed 
ef their hopes on the Canaries, or Barbadoes, they took a 
tour to Jamaica, where they met with better fuccefs, 
plundering moft of the inhabitants of Port-Royal. Ina 
defcent made on the coaft of Buenos Aires, they rifled 
the houfe of a Spanith noblemen, called Don Bernardo de 
Valetico, finding it alcogether without defence, and no other 
perions in it than Leonora, only daughter ef the before- 
mentioned Grandee, and fome few fervants, whom they 
flew as they were endeavouring to oppofe them, and 
took the young lady prifoner. 

Leonora de Valefco was not above fifteen or fixteen 
years of age: fhe was cherming even to an infinite degree; 
had the fineft fhape in the world; al} her features formed 
with the moft exa& fymmetry: Yet were the graces of 
her perfon far leis to be sdmired than thofe of her wit, 
and that uncommon f{pirit and refclution, which in her 
sarlieft bloom feemed to promife thole extrzordinary 
things which her maturity (as will be hereafter related) 
‘was enabled to aecomplifh, She had been for fume time

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_Paffionately adored by Don Seineedo. Marquis de Paditfe, 
‘a gentleman well made, wife, valiant, young, and poffeffed 
of greater riches than any of his rank in all that country, 
The charming Leonorz tenderly loved him, and Valefco, 
her father, waited but till the end of the reghien, caufled 
by the Englith invafion, to compleat their mutual withes, 
by uniting them in marriage. 

The Marquis willing to fignalize himfelf under the 
command of Don Bernardo, was gone. with fome forces 
towards the coaft where Penn had landed; neither of 
them having the leaft apprehenfions of the enemy’s ap- 
proach on that fide where Leonora was left. But com- 
modore Kerme, underftanding that there was fome confi-

But thefe fentiments of admiration did not hinder them 
frem making her their prifoner with Beatrix ; nor did 
fhe, feeing herielf without me+ns of defence, make any 
endeavours to refift, nor hefitate if fhe fhould furrender 
or not; but futtered ‘them to conduét her to their veffel, 
without any tokens of fear or grief: Nor indeed did fhe 
apprehend much caufe for either, not doubting but that 
her captivity would foon be at an end, either by ranfom, 
or exchange of priloners. 

But alas! little did the know the effe& her charms had 
worked, and that age of florrows to which their too great 
force had deftined her. Kerme was become paiflionately 
in love with her, and would fooner have retfigned the 
{poils of a thouland cities than this more valuable prize,

words, and fome others to the fame purpofe, made a very 
great impreilion on the perfon to whom they were ad- 
drefled; and the firft tumultuous agitations of his forrow 
being a little abated, he made a ftri@ fearch for the body 
cf Leonora; which being no where to be found, he be- 
G#n to entertain the fame notions with the Marquis de 
Padille, which ina d:y or two were confirmed.
